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Preface 


This Directory contains details and descriptions of superannuation related statistics available from both private 
and public sector organisations. Superannuation related statistics cover the spectrum from broad economic 
and social aggregates to detailed market research. This Directory is intended to assist those interested in the 
subject of superannuation to locate relevant statistical information. 


Since the first edition of the Directory was published in 1991, major changes have occurred in 
superannuation, such as the introduction of compulsory employer contributions as a result of the 
Superannuation Guarantee Charge. The Superannuation Industry Supervision (SIS) Act 1993 replaced the 
Occupational Superannuation Standards Act as the legislative framework for the industry. Total 
superannuation assets at June 1991 were estimated at $134 billion and have more than doubled to be almost 
$304 billion in June 1997. 


The ABS has endeavoured to include all sources of superannuation related data that are available to the 
public and which relate to the latest five years. Readers should advise the ABS of any data sources not 
included in this directory as we plan to produce further editions as the need arises. If you are aware of any 
organisations which produce superannuation related statistics which have not been listed in this edition, or 
wish to comment on any other aspect of this publication, please contact Ms. Roberta Millucci on (02) 6252 
7115 or refer to page 1110f this Directory.

You can locate an entry in two ways; 


e by name of the contributing organisation;

Part A, the Contributor Index, lists contributors to the Directory alphabetically by organisation name. 


Part C, ABS Services, lists the address details for the central and state offfices of the ABS as well asa 
breakdown of the services that are available (e.g. bookshops, libraries, consultancies etc.). 


Part D, the Product Index, lists all publications mentioned in the Directory, in alphabetical order of publication 
name. 


The entries themselves are located in Part B, in alphabetical order of contributing organisation. The Directory 
uses a common set of headings to present the information about each statistical source. The contents 
applicable to each heading used in Directory entries is as follows: 


Name of Organisation 
Gives the name, address, main switch telephone number, facsimile number, Email address and Web Site of 
the disseminating organisation. 


Product and Services 
Provides name and title of the product and details of the forms in which the published statistics are available 


(e.g. publication, magnetic tape, computer printout, floppy disk, CD Rom) and the cost of obtaining the data in 
these forms. Note that all prices quoted are subject to change without notice and therefore should be used as 
a general guide only. If prices are determined on an individual request basis, ‘price on application’ is recorded 
here. All prices quoted are per copy unless specified otherwise. 


Contact 

About these statistics 

Gives the name and position of the person in the organisation to contact for further information about the 
statistics, name of the section or subsection in which the contact person is located (if applicable) and the 
contact telephone number (if a direct line is available). 


To Purchase Statistics 
If the point of sale is different from the contact person for further information, a contact is noted here (e.g. 
bookshop, publicity department) and the contact telephone number (if a direct line is available). 


Broad Description 
Offers a brief description of the contents of the statistics. 


Purpose of Data 
Outlines the reason why the statistics are compiled and what they are used for. 


Detailed Description 
Population 
Gives information about the units of measurement used in the survey (e.g. funds, persons, households). 


Superannuation Data Items 

Describes in detail the information to be found in the statistics, generally including the units in which data are 
recorded (e.g. million dollars, number of fund members etc.), names of major groups of items, classifications 
used and cross-classifications available. 

Some contributors have included a one sentence sample of recent information as an example of what can be 
drawn out of the statistics offered by them. 


Source 
Discloses whether the data are collected directly by the organisation and the extent of reliance on data from 
other sources, if any. 


Method of Collection 

This category is intended to give relevant information about the collection methodology, e.g. method of data 
collection, proportion of market covered, reliability, sample size. 

If the data are an administrative by-product, that fact will be noted here. 


Frequency 
Provides the periods for which the data are available, eg e.g. quarterly, monthly, annually or irregularly. 


Timeliness 
Indicates how long after the reference period the statistics become available and/or are published. 


Historical Data 
Reveals the period from which past data (time series) are available. 


Geographic Breakdown 
Provides details of geographic area covered by the collection (e.g. Australia, States, Territories, capital cities, 
statistical divisions, statistical local areas, local government areas). 


Confidentiality and Availability 

Outlines any restrictions placed upon access to the data. 

Note: this category does not relate to copyright. It relates to whether any data which are collected cannot be 
released from the collecting organisation. For example, the Census & Statistics Act requires that statistics not 
be published by ABS where it is possible for a third party to identify data supplied by a particular person or 
organisation. Confidentiality provisions also place restrictions on release of unpublished information. 


Unpublished Information 
Gives an indication of whether information beyond that described in the entry can be made available on 
request (Subject to any confidentiality restrictions).

Transactions, valuation adjustments and levels of financial assets and liabilities and non-financial assets. Flow 
of funds data relating to superannuation (published 5232.0) differ from those published in the ISC quarterly 
bulletin in that they measure the flows as well as the levels of financial assets and liabilities, with adjustments 
to the flows for changes in the value of the assets and liabilities. Also, flow of funds estimates are consistent 
with data published in the Australian National Accounts, Balance of Payments and International Investment 
statistics. It is possible to disaggregate Flow of Funds data for the Life and Superannuation sector into sub- 
sectors (life offices, superannuation funds, friendly societies) while still retaining this consistency with the 
Australian National Accounts.

ABS Survey of Financial Information, Insurance and Superannuation Commission data and price deflators 
maintained by the industry.

Analysis of information obtained from all three sources. 


Frequency 
Quarterly. 


Timeliness 
11 to 12 weeks after the reference period.

Flow of funds statistics focus on flows between each sector and other sectors of the domestic economy and 
/or rest of the world (non-residents as a group). However, figures for total of domestic sectors provide a 
measure of the total Australian domestic market for each financial instrument.

The survey frame for the Economic Activity Survey included all survey units (ie. management units) which 
operated for some time between 1 July 1995 and 30 June 1996 and were not considered to be part of the 
General Government sector. 

Superannuation Data Items 

The Economic Activity Survey collects detailed income and expenditure items and broad level asset and 
liability information. Information on employer contributions to superannuation funds is also collected across all 
industries (although these data are not published). As data are only available at the subdivision level of the 
Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC), separate data for the 
superannuation industry are not available (ie they are included with data for the insurance industry). 


Source 
Compiled from information collected by the ABS from the Economic Activity Survey. 


Method of Collection 

The Economic Activity Survey covers over 22,000 management units. Due to the stratification used by the 
ABS, the number of superannuation entities covered is not known. Non-employers are excluded from the 
scope of the survey. 


Frequency 
Annual. 


Timeliness 


Data becomes available within 12 months of the end of the reference period. 


Historical Data 
Annual data from 1990/91 is available. 


Geographic Breakdown 
Data available for Australia only.

The Census of Population and Housing is the largest statistical collection undertaken by the Australian Bureau 
of Statistics. The census measures key social and demographic characteristics of all people in Australia and 
the dwelling in which they live on Census night. A wide range of products and services are available from this 
collection. 


Purpose of Data 

Census information is used to support the planning, administration, policy development & evaluation of the 
activities of governments, business, researchers and other users. Census data may be used by the 
superannuation industry for forecasting purposes. 


Detailed Description 

Population 

Every individual and dwelling in Australia on Census night. 

Superannuation Data Items 

The Census data does not include information about a person's superannuation but does cover a wide range 
of demographic, social, housing, family and labour force data for all persons, families and dwellings in 
Australia on Census night. 

This basic information assists researchers to analyse and forecast future trends. Information available 
includes details of the Australian population by: 


age 
main source of income per person/household (including superannuation) 
labour force status (employment status) 

educational qualifications 

employment industry 


Source 
5 yearly Census of Population and Housing. 


Method of Collection 
Data are collected and processed by the Australian Bureau of Statistics. Self enumerated by respondents 
Australia wide. 


Frequency 
5 yearly. 


Timeliness 
First Release data is available approximately within 12 months of Census night. Second Release data is 
available approximately within 15 months of Census night.

From 1911 at varying periods. From 1961 at 5 yearly intervals.

Purpose of Data 
Estimates of the numbers and types of employment benefits (including superannuation) received by 
employees, cross-classified by demographic and labour force characteristics. 


Detailed Description 

Population 

Persons aged 15 and over employed as wage and salary earners. 

Superannuation Data Items 

Superannuation scheme membership provided by an employer as a benefit in an employee's main job. Data 
items may be cross-classified by gender, occupation, industry, full or part-time work, age, permanent or casual 
employment, weekly earnings, sector, size of location. 


Source 
This survey is conducted by the ABS as a supplement to the Labour Force Survey. 


Method of Collection 

The Labour Force Survey is dwellings-based and covers about three-fifths of one percent of the population of 
Australia. The information is obtained from the occupants of selected dwellings by trained interviewers. 
Additional questions relating to special topics are asked of those who fall within the scope of the 
supplementary survey. 


Frequency 
Irregular. 


Timeliness 
6 months after the reference period. 


Historical Data 


Similar surveys were conducted in February to May 1979, and annually from August 1983 to August 1992.
